At a regular meeting of the Committee of the Calcutta 'J'rades Associa¬ 
tion, held on Friday the 9th April 1920, the question of trading with cGermau 
(irms was raised by one of the members. 

It would appear that firms in Germany are now offering agencies for 
German goods, that I have been directed to ascertain the views of Govern¬ 
ment as to the desirability of the resumption of trade rohitionship* with 
Germany. 

The vexed question has, it is understood, been freely debated upon in 
England, and the reply given by the President of the Board of 'i’rude was to 
the effect that Great Britain required Germad purchasing power, and that It 
was the view of His Majesty’s Government that Germany must be set on 
her feet again. 

As, however, conditions in India may be somewhat different before 
members of this Association enter into business* negotiations with German 
fi ims, they consider that the feeling of the Government of India on this 
point should be made publicly known, so that trade relationshin with

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 70-Com., 
dated the 7th May 1920, forwarding, for tlie information of tlie Government of 
India, a copy of a letter from the Secretary, Calcntta Trades Association, on 
the subject of the resumption of trade relationships with Germany. You 
suggest that, as the question of policy thus raised affects the whole of British 
India, it is desimble that the Government of India should make an authori¬ 
tative pronouncement on the subject. 

2. In reply 1 am to say that an authoritative pronouncement on the 
subject has already been made by His Excellen '/y the Viceroy in his speech 
on the 8th January last when he opened tlie Conference of the Chambers of 
Commerce in India and Ceylon, and I am also to invite a reference to this 
Department’s notification No. 1368-D., dated the 2l8t February 1920, republi¬ 
shing certain notes issued by the Board of Trade on trading conditions with 
certain countries. From this notification it will be seen that ‘ it is no parr 
of the policy of His Majesty’s Government to discourage British traders 
from competing in the markets of the late enemy countries and it is desir 
able that British traders should make every effort to secure a proper footing 
in Central Europe.* The Government of India have already announced their* 
intention of excluding Germans from India for a period of flve years froju 
the date of the conclusion of the war, but though they do not proiMJse Id 
allow Germans to handle trade in India for this period, there is no objection 
to firms in this country resuming trade relationships with German firms. 
The attention of the Trades Association, however, should be drawn to the 
two provisos to the General Trading License published under the authority 
of the’Governor Genend in Council on the 2ud August 1919, which provisos 
are still in force.

Governments and Administrations, the Director Genend of Commercial 
fnteili'gonce, the Chambers of Commerce, Trades Associations, the Indian 
Trade Commissioner, London, and His Majesty’s Trade Commissioner in 
India, for information, and that it be published in the Supplement to the 
Gazette of India. ,

NOTIFICATIONS. 

No. 199SL.S.~0. — The 3rd July 1920. —In exercise oi the powers con¬ 
ferred by clauses (ft) and (Z) of 8ul>8ection (2) of section 101 of the Bengal* 
Village Self-Government Act, 1919 (Bengal Act V of 1919), the Governor .in 
Council is pleased to make the following rules :— . 

Rules under the Village Self-Government Aot, 1919. regarding 
assessment and oolleotlon of the union rate. 

Assessment and imposition of the union kate. 

1. After preparing the annual budget estimate in Account Form No. 1 
and not less than two months and a half before the first day of tlie year to 
whici! the budget relates, the union boanl at a meeting shall proceed to 
assess the union rate provided in the estimate according to the circumstan¬ 
ces and the property within the union of the persons liable to assessment. 

2. The union board shall first prepare, village by village and in Form 
No. 1, a list of all Arsons owning or occupying buildings in the union, either 
permanently or temporarily, showing their trade, I)usine88, etc., and their 
estimated annual income within the union. All such persons shall be 
included in the list, even if some are subsequently exempted. 

<1. The board shall determine the total asse.ssuble income of the person 
concerned after considering his debts and liabilities, if any. 

4. Government or any local authority or company owning or occupying 
buildings in the union may be assessed in consideration of the value of the 
total property which the Government or such authority or company may 
pdssses within the Union : 

Provided that the total amount of the rate annually payable by Govern¬ 
ment or sneh anthority or company to the union board shall not exceed the 
maximum of Rs. 84. 

Noti.—R ailway companieB are not liable to payment of the union rate until they are notified a* 
liable under aeotion 186, Indian Uailwaya A^t. 

5. A person liable to pay the rate, but not living in the union, shall be 
assessed only on the land which he actually holds, or on the income which 
he may actually derive from property‘or business in the union. 

6. The assessment list prepared as aforesaid shall lie approved by the 
union board at a meeting and so much of it us appertains to each village in 
the union shall be published in a conspicuous place in that village at least 
.two months before the commencement of the year. 
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7. The union boaiti ut a mooting shall U«air any objectipna 

to th« assessment list uiade'within three weelra t^ji; thfe publioatiou of the 
list. A note shall be kept of such orders as are pfraed in the minute book 
of the board. 

8. After the expiry of the period of thren . mentioned In rule 7 

the president of tlie union board shall send to' the ihliole officer'a duplicate 
copy of the assessment list together with a ^Opy qf thA budget and a certi- 
iicute stating the dates on and the places at which tlie assessment lisf was 
published. 

9. Upon receipt of the assessment list, the circle oflicer shall see— 

(a) that the list has been signed by all the membeihp and thP publica¬ 

tion has been certified; , 

(b) that the estimate of the union rate as provided in the budget has 

been correctly arrived at; and 

(c) that in estimating the rate tlie balance in hand from the previous 

year has been allowed for. 

If tlic circle officer thinks that the assessment ma(ie. is inc(iuitable, or is 
in excess of the legal re<inirements for the year, or will fall sliort of them, 
he will report to the District Magistrate, wiio may direct tl»e union board w> 
revise the a.sse.ssmerit, and the board shall prepare a revised list aeconiingly. 

10. The assessment list after being checked by the circle officer, or tiie 
revised list, if any, prepared under rule 9, shall be published by the union 
board in tlie manner laid down in rule 6, if possible before the first day of 
the year and if not as soon as possible thereafter. 

11. Tf any person mentioned in tlie assessment list ceases at any tim<‘ 
after tlie publication thereof under rule 10 to occupy any building in respect 
of tlie occupation of which he has been assessed, or if tlie means and 
pixiperty in respect of wliicli he has been so assessed are reiluced, the union 
board at a meeting may exempt him from assessment or revise tlie same ; 
and sucli exemption or re vision shali take effect from such date as tiie boaril 
may direct. 

• ‘ 12- The union boat’d at a meeting may. at any time after the publica¬ 
tion of tlie assessment list under rule 10 and after giving previous notice of 
not less than a week, assess any person who was without autliority omitted 
from the list, or whose liability to assessment has accrued tliereafter, and 
may enhance any assessment whicii may appear to it to be inadequate and 
to have lieen so made owing to mistake or fraud. Any assessment or 
enhancement made under this rule shall take effect from the beginning of 
the quarter in whicli such assessment or eniiancemeiit is made or from the 
date when the liability to assessment accrued, wiiicliever may be later. 

13. The union board may, at any time, after giving previous notice of 
not less than a week, substitute for any name mentioneil in the assessment 
list the name of any new owner or occupier of a building, and may assess the 
rate on such person, and sucli ixirsou shall lie liable to pay such assessment 
from tlie first day of tlie quarter in whicli such persoms name was suhsti- 
tuteil in the assessment list, or from the date on which the change of owner¬ 
ship or occupa-tion occurred, whichever may be later. 

Method and time of payment of union bate. 

14. The nnion rate shall be payable in equal quarterly instalments. 
The iiistulment of the rate on acconnt of each quarter shall be due on the 
first day of such quarter ; 

Provided that in the case of an assessment under rule 12 or rule 13, the 
first instalment shall be due on the date on which such assessment is made 
known to the assessee. 

15. The union board at a meeting may appoint one or more persons, 

who ma 3 ’ be members of the board, to receive and collect the lUte. rate 

may also be paid at the oflioe of the union board. The board shall declare bv 
notification to be posted up in its office at what hoiu’s the office shall be 
open for the receipt of money. 

16. Every person liable to pay any sum assessed upon him under these 
rules shall, within fifteen days from the date on*which the said sum. becomes 
due, pay or tender such instalment to the person or ^eoaber appoint^ "in 
that behalf under rule 15 or at the office of the union boakl. 
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I?;- For all Bums paid on acooant of the rataa^ receipt shall be given in 
Form No. 2. • 

Nora-—An estimate shall be made of the number of reoeipt forms Khfly to be required for a year’s 
^sumption and the cuinpleto year’s supply shall bear oonseoutiTe printed numbers ami shall be stitched 
in books of loO eaob. The president shall stamp every receipt with the seal of the union board and 
keep the books in his personal custody. He shall keep an account of the books he issues and see that 
they are retutned as soon aa they are used up. The surplus forms shall be destroyed at the end of tho 

y*ar- 

Distraint and sale of movable property op defaulter. 

18. Immediately after the loth day from the date on which the 
instalment payable becomes dne the anion board shall prepare a list of the 
persons who may have failed to pay their respective instalment of the rate 

■for such quarter, showing the amount due from (‘ach of such defaulters, 
and so much of it as appertains to each village shall he published in a con¬ 
spicuous place in that village. 

19. If any of the defaultera shall not, within 15 days of the publication 
of the list under rule 18, pay the sum diie, or show to the union boaitl 
sufficient cause for not paying the same, the president, or, if so directed by' 
liiin, the vice-president, shall cause the chaukidar or any otlier person 
authorised in writing by the president or the vice-president to levy by 
the distiaint and sale of a sufficient portion of the movable property of the 
defaulter, except plough-cuttle and rools and implements of trade and agri- 
cnltnre, the amount of his arrear, together with a sum equal to half tlie 
amount of such arrear, by way of penalty : 

Provide<l that when the movable property distrained is shown to the 
satisfaction of the union iKiard to have been left in tlie building for repairs 
or safe custoiiy in the ordinary conree of business, it shall be released. 

20. Distress shall bo made by actual seizure of movable property amf 
the officer charged with the execution of the distraint and sale shall be res¬ 
ponsible for'the due custody thereof. 

21. Such officer shall give not less than ten days’ previous notice of th^ 
sale and of the time and place tlieroof by beat of drum : 

Provided that if the property distrained is of a perishable nature, it liciay 
be sold at once with the consent of the defaulter, or without such consent at 
any time after the expiry of six hours from the seizure. 

22. If the sum due be not paid with the penalty ref<‘rre<i to in rule 19 
before the time Qxed for the sale, the movable property seized shall be sold 
by auction at t e time and place specified in the most public manner 
possible, and the proceeds shall be applied in the discharge of the sum due, 
iiiciudiug the penalty. Two members of the board shall l)e pre.sent at every 
such sale. 

23. No property shall be .sold to any member or servant of the union 
board. 

2*. The surplus sale proceeds shall be returned to the defaulter, or, 
ip his absence, credited to’the union fund to be paid tliereaftcr on demand 
to any ^ereon v^lio establishes his right to the satisfaction of the union 
board. 

, 25. A record of all proceedings taken under rale 18, et seq., shall be made 
and preserved in the minute book of the union boaixl. 

26. The union boartl shall cause a regular iu;count to be kept of al I 
distresses levied and .sales made for the recover}’ of the union rate. 

27. No instalment of the union rate shall be recovered by distress after 
the expiration of one year from the day on which the same shall have 
become due.

Now, therefore^ in exercise of the power conferred by section 2, sub¬ 
section {!) of the Epidemic Diseases Act, 1897 (III of 1897), read with the 
notification of the Government of India in the Education Department, 
No. 1990., dated the 15th February 1918, the Governor in Council is pleased 
to prescribe the following temporary regulations for the prevention and 
control of sraall-pox, and for the medical inspection, isolation, observation 
and surveillance of persons suffering .from, or suspected of being infected 
with, small-pox in the said area during the year 1920. 


TEMPORAiwr Regulations for the Prevention and Control op Small¬ 
pox IN THE Asansol Mining Settlement. 

1. In these regulations, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or coniext,— 

(а) the expression “Chief Sanitary Ollicer” shall mean the Chief 

Sanitary Officer appointed by the Local Government for mining 
settlements under section 5 of the Gcugal Mining Settlements 
Act, 1912 (Bengal Act 11 of 1912); 

(б) the expressions ‘-Agent,” “employed,” “Mine” and “owner” shall 

have the same meaning as in section 3 of the Indian Mines Act, 
1901 (VJII of 1901); 

(c) the expression “ Boaril ” shall mean the Mines Board of Health of 

Asansol; , 

(d) the expression “ District Magistrate” shall have the same meaning 

as in section 101 of the Code of Criminal Procedure (Act V*’of 
1898); • * 

(e) the expression “Small-pox” shall mean any disease accompanied 

by an eruption of vesicles or postules. 

* Notices. 

2. Whenever any land is held jointly by two or more persons, wdiether 
as owners or occupiers of that land, such i)ersons shall be held jointly and 
severally liable for carrying out anj' measure ordered in a notice under these 
regulations, and the names of any one or more of such joint-holders may be 
entered upon such notice at the discretion of thts Chief Sanitaiy Officer, and 
the Chief Sanitary OlQcer shall not be bound to enter the names of all the 
joint-holders in the notice. 

3. If in any cTise the Chief Sanitary Officer considers that the issue of a 
notice is likely to lead to such an amount of delay as might facilitate the 
spread of small-pox, lie may forthwith take such steps as he may think fit 
for carrying out the work, and shall thereafter as soon as po.ssible issue a 
notice on the person concerned stating the n^ason why such work has been 
carried out. 

4. If any measure which the Chief Sanitary Officer has, by a notice 
issued uhder any of these regulations, required to be carried out, be not 
carried out to his satisfaction within the time stated in the notice, the

, Cost and Compensation. 

5. (1) Expenses incurred in carrying out any work required to be done 
in pursuance of an order issued under these regulations shall be paid by the 
Board except in cases where the Older requires action to be taken by any 
person as regards property in his possession, in which cases the expenses 
shall be paid by that ])erson 

Provided that where the conditions, which led the Chief Sanitary Officer 
to pass such an order, are not attributable to the act or default of the person 
in possession of the property, the Board may pay to such person the whole 
OP part of the expenses incurred by him in carrying out the order. 
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<2) The Board may recover all expeneee incairred Isiy the Chttil'V&fcititary 
OflBfeer in carrying out the meaaures under rogulation 4iJfroiti or 

persons to whom the notice was Originally issued. > 

6 . The Board shall pay adequate coihpensatlon to any person who has 

sustaLned substantial loss or damage by reason of toy thing done under these

Provided that uo person shall re *eive any eompeusation for anything 
done or suffered under these regulations, it he has failed to carry out an 
order issued under these ri'gulations within the time specified in the order 
or to the satishiction of the Chief Sanitary Officer.' * 

The Location of Diseases. 

• I <' : 

7. Every owner, agent or manager of a mine shall apply to the Chief 
Sjinitary Officer such periodical returns of births and deaths and. of the 
peiMons residing upon their property as he may call upon them to furnish. 

8. The nearest relative in attendance upon the patient, or in the absence 
of any sneh relative the occupier of the house, or if the occupier be the 
patient some male inmate of the honse, in which a case of small-pox shall 
have occurred, shall, within 24 hours of the onset of the disease, give informa¬ 
tion rcgartling the occurrence of such case either personally or in writing or 
by means of the chaukidar or other village watchman to the Chief Sanitary 
Oflicer or otluir officer of the Mines Board of Health. 

9. Every owner, agent or manager of a mine shall supply to the Chief 
Sanitary Officer such periodical returns of oases of sickness as he may from 
time to time call upon them to furnish. 

10. Every owner, agent or manager of a mine shall furnish to the 
Chief Sanitary Officer immediate information regarding the occurrence of 
any case or suspected case of small-pox occurring in a building in the posses¬ 
sion of or under the control of such owner, agent or manager. 

11. The Board may employ a suitable staff for the purpose of making 
enquiries as to the existence of any case of small-pox, 

12. The Chief Sanitary Officer may examine any person who is, or is 
suspected to be, suffering from small-pox or who, in his opinion, may be 
infected with or likely to sprejul small-pox. 

Isolation and Segregation, and Evacuation op Houses. 

13. When the Chief Sanitary Officer considers that the isolation of any 
person suffering from small-pox is a precaution necessary for the protection 
of the neighbouring poi^ulafcion, he may order such person to be isolated in 
such a manner and for such a time as may be approved by the Chief Sanitary 
Officer. 

14. The Chief Sanitary Officer may oi-der that any person who has been 
in contact with a person found to be suffering from small-pox shall be 
segregated for a period not exceeding ten days in a manner and in a place to 
bo approved by the Chief Sanitary Officer. 

15. The Chief Sanitary Officer may oitler that any person who has been 
in contact with a person found to be suffering from small-pox shall be 
re-vaccinatcd. 

16. No i>er 80 ]i shall enter any place wherein persons are isolated or 
segregated under regulation 13 or 14, without the permission of the Chief 
Sanitary Oflicer. 

17. The Board shall provide, free of charge, suitable places , with 
necessary attomlants, diet, food, etc., for persons isolated or segregated by 
order of the Chief Sanitary Officer, and the Chief Sanitary Officer may 
certify i)laces provided by jirivate individuals as being fit for the purpose of 
isolation or segregation of persons under regulation 13 or 14 as the case 
may be.

Miscellaneous Powers. 

24. The Oliief Sanitary Officer may (1) prohibit the committal or con¬ 

tinuance of any nuisance, or (2) require the person causing any nuisance or 
the person occupying the premises on which any nuisance exists to remove 
such nuisance. . 

Explanation.—'' Nuisance” means anything which, in the opinion of .the 
Chief Sanitary Officer, is dangerous to health or offensive to the neighbotir- 
hood and is likely to spread or to cause the outbreak of small-pox. 

25. The Chief Sanitary Officer may, during the prevalence of any out¬ 
break of small-pox, order tliat any market, shop or otlier public place shall 
remain closed for such time as may appear to him to be necessary and may 
forbid the liolding of any fair, niela or other gathering to which people from 
several villages commonly or periodically resort. 

26. The Chief Sanitary Officer maj’ issue general orders that by a 
specified date certain sanitary precautions of a simple nature, snch as lime- 
washing of houses, cleaning of latrines or^ the removal of filth or rubbish 
shall be cjirried out to his satisfaction. 

27. The Chief Sanitary Officer may prohibit persons from retaining or 
selling clothes taken from the bodies of persons who have died of small-pox 
and may cause any such clothes lo be destroyed. 

28. The Chief Sanitory Officer may direct that no one shall dispose of 
anj corpse except by burning or burial, without his written permission. 

29. The Chief Sanitary Officer may approve or may provide and main¬ 
tain burning or burial grounds and may, by written order, direct, eitlxer 
generally or sixecially in respect to any specified area, that corpses shall not 
be burned or buried at places other than those so approved, provided oi- 
inantained by him for the purpose. 

30. The Ohlef Sanitary Officer maj' direct that any one burning or 
causing to be burnt any corpse, which, iii the opinion of the Chief Sanitary 
Officer, is likely to spread small-pox, shall cause the same to l)e completely 
reduced to ashes, and shall likewise cause the clothes or other article.s 
brought With such corpse to be reduced to ashes. 

31. The Chief Sanitary Officer may direct that no person shall bury or 
cause to be buried any corpse, which, in the opinion of the Chief Sanitary 
Officer, is likely to spread suialf-pox, in a grave not constructed of masonry, 
which shall be less tuan 6 fqct deep.

34. Every owner, agent or manager of a mine shall make such arrange¬ 
ments for the accommodation and treatment of their employes auiOEer^g 
from small-pox as the Chief Sanitary Officer may direct, provided that mines 
with an output of less than 5,000 tons per month and not more than two 
miles apart may, with the consent of the said officer, combine for the 
purpose of making such arrangements. 

35. Every owner, agent or mantiger of a mine in which are employed 
persons residing or staying in the raining settlement, and every owner or 
ocenpier of any land or premises within such mining settlement, ahall 
furnish the Chief Sanitary Officer or any officer of the Board authorized by 
him iu that behalf, with all reasonable facilities for carrying out any 
measures or making any antry, inspection, examination, or enquiry under 
these regulations. 

36. (1) The Chief Sanitary Officer or any other Sanitary Officer of the 
Boanl authorized by him in that behalf, making any enquiry authorized by 
cliese regulations, may, by au order in writing, require the attendance before 
himself of any person being within the limits of a mining settlement or part 
ot^a mining settlement for which such officer has been appointed, who 
appears to be acquainted with the circumstances of,a case or suspected case 
of Hmall-])ox and such person shall attend as so required. 

(2) When the person summoned to appear under paragraph (1) is a 
female who, by the custom of the country, does not appear iu p iblie, suitable 
precautions shall be taken to respect tlie said custom. 

37. (1) The Chief Sanitary Officer or any other Sanitary Officer of the 
Boanl authorized by him in that behalf, making any enquiry authorized by 
these regulations, may examine omlly any person supposed to l)c acquainted 
wrth the facts and circumstances of a case or suspected case of small-pox. 

(2) When the person to be examined under patagraph (1) is a female 
who, by the custom of the country, does not appear in public, the enquiring 
officer shall take the statement of such female under such conditions as shall 
admil of due respect to the .said custom.

NOTIFICATIONS. 

No. 2076M.—The 13th July 1920 .—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 23 of the Ciilcuttu Kent Act, 1920 fBengal Act 111 of 1920), the Gover¬ 
nor in Council is pleiLsed to make the following rales to carry out the 
purposes of the said Act:— 


RULES. 

1. (1; These rules may be called the Calcutta Kent Rules. 1920. 

(2) III these rules “ Act” means the Calcutta Rent Act, 1920. 

Extension of the Calcutta Kent Act to towns and LOCAii abeas. 

2. (1) Before fliially ])ublishing a. notilication 'under section 1, sub¬ 

section (3) of the Act the Local Government shall pulilish a draft of the same 
in the Crt/c«/fa and copies thereof in the English and vernacular 

languages shall also be posted up in a conspicuous place at the ollice of the 
District Magistrate and at the ofBce of the Municipal Commissioners. 

(2) Any inhabitant of the area affecte<| by sucli draft may, if he objects 
to the draft, submit his objection in writing to tlie Secretary to the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal within six weeks from its publication, and such objection 
shall be taken into consideration. 

(3) When six weeks from the publication of the drtift have expired and 
objections, if any, have been considered, the Local Government may or may 
not publish the notiduation finally as the case may be or modify it, but not 
so as to extend its operation. 

Delivery of a copy of an order of; the Controller. 

3. When a certified copy of an order made by the Controller is to be 
delivered to a landlord or his authorized agent, it shall not be necessary to 
uarce the landlord or his agent in the document, and the delivery thereof 
shall be eflfected— 

(а) by giving or tendering such document to the landlonl or his agent,' 

or, if there be raorfe than one landlord or agent, to any one of 
the landlords or agents: or 

(б) if the landlord or his agent is not found, by giving or tenderihg 

* such document* to some adult male memlwr or servant of the 

, family of the landloi'd or his agent, or of any one of the landlords 

or agents. 
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*4. In imkiiig inquiries 4n4«r the A(«>; Ilia. jSool^ or the President 
of the TribnrmI shall follow, as nearly as he>'th|f^iBK>ped are laid down 

in the Co<fe of Civil Procedure^ 1908, for the #^lar Of anits, the sub¬ 
stance only of the evidence being recorded ns in anajpii^ablb cases. 

NOTICHS. 

5. (1) The notico required by section 15 (4) of the Act to be given by 
the Controller before exercising any of the powers conferred on hiiq by the 
Act shall be given as follows :— 

(a) By affixing a copy of the notice to some oouspicuous j)4rt of the 
premises to which it relates or to some conspicuous object 
near such premises : 

(6; by serving a copy of the notice upon the landloid entitled to 
receive tlie rent of the premises from the tenant of the same, 
or, if the premises are unlet, upon the person entitled to let

' prescribed by the High Court of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal under 
section 20 of the Conrt-fees Act, 1870, for the issue of prooessos by the Courts 
of Judges and Subordinate Judges within the local limits of its appellate 
jurisdiction, shall be levied. 

(2) A party applying for a summons shall from time to time also’pay 
such amount for the travelling and otinw expenses or remuneration or 
detention of the irersoii summoned as the Controller or the President of the 
Tribunal may fix, having rogaixl to the j)rovisions of Order XVI of the first 
schedule to the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908, and the rules made, in this 
behalf by the said High Court, 


Summonses, 

8. Fivery summons shall cont=»in the particulars specified in rule 5 of 
Onler XVI of the first scliedule to the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908. 

9. A summons may be served by any person authorized by the Control¬ 
ler or the President of the Tribunal specially or generally in this behalf. 

Notice of a deposit of bent. 

10. In giving notice of a deposit of rent under section 11, sab-section (#> 
of the Act, the procedure proscril)ed by rule 3 for delivery of a certified copy 
of an order made by the Controller shall, so fkr as applicable, be follbwed.. 
The landloid may thereupon receive the i-ont deposit^ by sabmitting an» 
application to the Controller. 
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Distraint and balk op iiovABm psopbRtt. 

11.' (1) The Pi’esident of the Tribanal shall certify the fine imposed 
hnder section 19 or 20 of the Act to the Co^troUer^ who shall thereupon 
issue a notice of demaud. 

(2) If any person liable for the payment of a fine under sub-rule (1) does 
not, within seven days from the service of a notice of demand, pay tlie sum 
due or show suflicieiit cause to the satisfaction of the Controller for tiie iioii- 

S ayment of the sum, the Oontiolier may issue a warrant to levy such sum by 
istraint and sale of u sufficient portion of tlie movable property of tlie 
defaulter; 

Provided that when the movable property distrained is shown to the 
satisfaction of tlie Controller to have been left in the. premises with the 
defaulter for repairs or safe custody in the onlinary course of business, it 
shall be released; 

Providetl also that, it the said property or any part tliereof belonjf to any 
person other than the defaulter, the defaulter shall be liable to iiulemnify 
the owner thei’eof for any damage he may sustain by reason of such distress, 
or by reason of any jiayment he may make to avoid sucli tlislress or any 
sale tliereunder. 

(3) Tlie movable property of any person liable for the payment of any 
sum, for the levy of which a waiTant has iieeii issued as aforesaid, may be 
distrained wiierever the same he found.

14. If there is reason to believe tlnit any property so seized is likely, 
if left in the place where it is found, to he' removed by force, tlie officer 
executing tlie warrant may, under the special oixUm* of tlie Controller, take it 
to any place appointed by (he Controller. 

15. (1) If a warrant of distress i.ssued under rule 11 is nor in the mean¬ 
time suspended by (flie Controller or discharged, the movable property seized 
shall, after the expiry of tlie period mentioned in the notice served under 
rule 13, be sold by order of (lie Controller. 

C2) All sales of property under this rule shall, so far as may lie practic¬ 
able, be regulated by the procedure for the time being in force in tlie Court 
of Small Causes of Calcutta witli respect to sale after distress. 

(3) No officer or servant belonging to the Controller s establisliment 
shall diijectly or indirectly purchase any property’ at any such sale. 

16. The surplus sale proceeds, if claimed by a written api>lication 
within six months from the date of the sale, shall be refmuleil to any jiersoii 
who estublishes his right to tlie satisfaction of the Controller. 

17. If the Controller is unable to recover the umoniit of tlie line in full, 
he may issue a warrant for the distress and sale of any movabh^ property 
belonging to the defaulter within the jurisdiction of any Magistrate in 
Bengtil; and any Magistrate to whom a warrani is so issued shall endor.se 
the same and cause it to be executed in the manner hereinbefore provided. 

18. No distress le^^ed under this Act shall be deemed unlawful nor 
shall any person making the same be deemed a tresiiasser on account of 
any defect or want of form in the notice, Warrant of distress, inventory or 
other proceedings relating thereto, nor shall such person be deemed a 
tre{»puSker on account of any irregularity committed by him : hut all persons 
aggrieved by such irregularity may recover in any court of competent 
jynrisdiction full satisfaction for any special damage sustained by them. 
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Ifl. (1) If tUe Controller at any time has reason to believe that any 
person from whom any sum is due on account of fine imiiosed under section 
19 or section 20 of the Act is about fotthwitlilfco remove from his residence, 
the Controller may direct the immediate payment by such iierson of the sum 
so due by him, and cause a bill for the same to be presented to him.

A Teht Examination of private atadents, wbo have not attended any 
Hchool, recognised or nnrecognised, for at lea.st one year previous to the 
ensuing examTiiation, will be held at the office of the Inspector of Schools, 
Presidency Division, Calcutta, from Monday, the 6th December 1920.

3. Private candidates are students who have not attended any sclmol 
for at least one year previous to the Matriculation Examination. The.v 
should produce proof that they have not attended any school for such period. 
They should also produce certificates of conduct and progress in studies from 
the authorities of th® last school where they read and also a certifleah! from 
other reliable authorities reganling conduct and progress in studies after 
leaving school. The transfer certificates granted to them by the authorities 
of the schools in which they studied last or the Hegistrar’s receipt for the 
fee paid in the case of those candidates who previously appeared at the 
Entrance or the Matriculation Examination must he submitted in original 
along with the application for permi.ssion to appear at the Test Examination, 
A statement of the antecedents of the candidate should accompany his appli¬ 
cation.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The Report of the Joint Select Committee on tho Government of India Act. contains the 
followin'^ important recommendations in regard to eleetions ;—“The Committee are them* 
selves firmly convinced that a complete and stringent Corrupt Practices Act should be bronght 
into operation before tbe first electi n fur the Legislative Councils. There ia no snoh Act at 
present in existence in India, and the Committee are convinoed that it will not be lesa required 
iu India than it ia in other countries." 

t 

Rules have bsen framed prescribing the qua Ification of electors and mmbmrs of tho 
Indian Legislftnre pnd of Governors’ Legislative Councils and for the final decision of donbta 
anil disputes as to tbe validity of any election. These rules empower the Governor General 
or Governor as the pate may ^ to appqint Commissioners to try all such disputes, and to report 
to the l^yerpQr Geperal or tbe Governor as the case may be, the result of their inquiry. 
Under these rules ^n eleotion must be declared void if a corrupt practice of a serious natnra 
is found to have been committed by a candidate or any agent of his, whether with the 
knowledge of the candidate pr not. Such corrupt practices are bribery, undue tofiaenoe, 
personation, or abetment of personation and deliberate false statements about a candidate at an 
election. The rules also provide that malpractices of a lest serious natnre will only render an 
eleotion invalid if they matarialiy affect the refuli. Feteona found gni|ty of malpraotieea aye

fi. It ia clear tbat the rules need to be snppleipented by legialatiqu if effect ie to b# nvea 
to the recommendations of the Joint Committee. The Government of India think it deeimle. 
that 4 dTantageehoB.d be taken of this opportnnity to make election offsnoes part of the general 
lair of the land, not only in reapeot of Legislative bodies, but also it the oaseo! (^otmne to 
pphUfi bodies gaoerally. Bpomdio Illation has been undertagen in eertaio Provinces hut tlM 
o||eaoee, at any rate, qhould, it is though^ be dealt with is the Penal Code. 
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' 4. The objects of (he present. Bill are■ therefore two-fold. »Piretljr, it seeks to make 
panisbable under the ordinarj penal law bribery, undne infiaenoe and personation and certain' 
other malpraotioes at elections not only to the lefpslatire bodies, bat also to membership of 
public authorities where the law prescribes a method of eleotion ) and, further,. to debar, 
persons guilty of such malpractice from holing positions of public responsibility far a, 
specific period. Secondly, it proposes to empower the Commissioners appointed unwrtha, 
rules referred to above to exercise judicial powers of investigation in respect of elections to 
le^lativA (todies in India. As regards other bodies, the' matter is one which, in the 
opinion of the Government of India, may be left to be dealt with by local legislation. 

5. Accordingly Part I of the Bill inserts a new Chapter in the Indian Penal Code, 
and makes the necessary amendments in the Code of Criminal Procedure. 

6. ‘ Election’ is defined as including election to all classes of public bodies where such a 
system is prescribed by law. All parsons who haV(! to deal with the pr^aration of electoral 
rolls and tho like and to conduct any part of :in election an; declared public servants. The 
effect of this provision is that Cliapters IX and X of the Indian Ponai Code, which deal with 
offences relating to or by public servants or coi>tempt of their lawful autbority, will become 
applicable to these persons. 

7. The new offences which it is intended to insert in the Penal Code are bribery, undue 
influence, personation and deliberate false statements with the object of prejudioing a candidate 
at or in connection with elections. 

8. ‘ Bribery ’ is defined primarily as the giving or acceptance of a gratification either 
as a motive or as a roward to any person, either to induce him to stand as, or not to stand as, 
or to withdraw from beiug, a candidate, or to vote or refrain from voting at an election. It 
also includes offers nr agreements to give or offer and attempts to procure a gratification for 
any person. Gratification is already explained in section 101 of the Penal Code and is not 
rostrioted to pecuniary gratifications or to gratifications estimable in money. 

Tnatiug will be bribery if refreshment is given or accepted with the intent required by 
the law. 

0. Undue influence at an election is defined as the voluntary interference or attempted 
interference with the right of any person to stand, or not to stand, or withdraw from being, a 
candidate, or to vote or refrain from voting. This covers all threats of injury to (lersoa or 
property and all illegal methods of persuasion and any interference with tbe liberty of the 
candidates or the electors. A sub-section is added to explain that the inducing or attempting 
to induce a person to believe that he will beoomo the object of Divine displeasure is also mter- 
feronce. It is not, however, inlerferonco within the meaning of the clause to make a declara¬ 
tion of public policy ora promise of public action. 

10. The definition of ‘ personation ’ closely follows the definition in section '21 ol the 
-Ballot Act, 1H72, and covers both a person who attempts to vote in another person’s name or 
in a fictitious name, a voter who attempts to vote twice and any person who abets, procures or 
attempts to procure such voting. 

11. On the lines of section 1 of tho Corrupt and Illegal Practices Prevention Act, 1895, 
false statements of fact in relation to tho personal character or conduct of a candi^te are 


1*2. It is also made illegal for any one, unless authorised by a candidate to incur any 
axponscs in couneotion with the promotion of the eandidate’s election and if by any law accounts 
have to be kept, failure to keep such accounts is made jHinal. 

13. No prosecution in respect of the offences so created is to bo instituted except with the 
■anotion of the Governor General in Council, the Local Government or some other officer 
•mpowered by the Governor General in Council in this behalf. 

14. Part II of the Bill deils with legislation ancillary to rules framed under the 
Goverfiment of India Act providing for inquiries in the case of disputed elections, and gives 
statutory powers to the Commissioners appointed to hold inquiries under those rules. 

16. Under clause 3 the Commissioners ore given the powers of a Court, under the 
Civil Procedure Code to onforoe the attendance of wiCneseos and to reoord evidence, and 
provision is made in regard to other ancillary matters. 

16. Clause 6 makes the Indian Evidence Act applicable to all inquiries and under 
documontary evidence is not to bo refused merely on tho ground that a document is 
not-duly stamped or rogistored. 

17 Clause 8 is based on seotiqn 59 of tho Corrupt aud Illegal Practices Prevention 
Aat 1883 and while providing that no witness shall be excused from answering any ques¬ 
tion’on the ground that it might incriminate him, tho Commissioners may give a cortifioato of 
indemnity which will save him from criminal prosecution and prevent his answers being 
proved in oivil proceedings. 

18. The BUI farther provides for appearance by pleaders, for paying expenses of witnesses, 
for costs and for their reaimtion.

In addition, however, to the diequalifioalions contain^, in the Insolvency law persons 
within the scope of this clause are disqualified from being appointed trustees of public trusts.

CALCUTTA TrAOS RLUCTUATiOMS 

The following tables are inteiided to show the trader by^ ftll -:TOates, *a, 
by rail, river, canal, road, and sea, of the Oalcutia block* in oerbiin selected 
articles daring the month of Apnl, 1920, as compared with the corres> 
ponding month of 1919 and 1918. The statistics have been compiled from 
• retards furnished by the Collector of Customs, Calcutta, Eailway Audit 
Offices, Steamer Companies, the Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta, the 
Collectors of the 24-Parganas and Howrah, and the Assistant Engineer, 
Calcutta Canals. 


, Qcneral Summary 

Impartl. —The imports of rice, including paddyt, into Calcutta*^ by fail, 
river, canal, road, and sea (coastwise) during the month of April, 1920, 
amounted to 964,000 maunds, as against 2.557.000 maunds in the corres¬ 
ponding period of the precetling year—a decrease of 62 per cent, being chiefly 
due to smaller imports of rice from Burma. I’liere was an increase of 7 per 
cent in the imports of coal and coke (9,755,000 maunds as against 9,109,000 
mannds last year). The value of the imports by rail, river, road, and 
sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piecegoods showed an increase of 42 
per cent, the total value amounting to Rs. 76,02,000 as against Rs. 53,.58,0(Kl 
in 1919. The quantity of indigo imported during the month of April, 
1920, increased from 104 maunds last year to 2.845 mannds. The imports 
of mw jute amounted to 398,000 bales as against 222,000 bales,—an 
increase of 79 per cent. The importations of gunny bags also showed 
an increase to 42 million bags from 28 millions in the preceding year. 
The total imports of oilseeds (linseed anti nipe and mustard seed) increased 
by 38 per cent from 708,000 maunds to 979,000 maunds. The imports of 
tea’decreased by 75 per cent from 153,000 maunds to 39,000 maunds. 

Exports. —The exports of cotton piecegoods, foreign, from Calcutta* 
by all routes during the month of April, 1920, decreased slightly from 
Rs. 2,6.3,87,000 to Rs. 2,61,93,000. The exports of gunny bags (includ¬ 
ing the exports by sea to foreign countries) increased from 99 million 
bags to 122 millidns but the shipments of gunny bags to other Indian 
ports decreased from 7 millions to 6 millions in number in the month 
under review. The quantity of kerosene oil despatched from Calcutta 
and Budge-Budge by interna! routes and by sea (coastwise) increased 
from 369,t>00 maunds to 406,000 mannds, or by 10 per cent.

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This forecast deals with the estimates of area sown and the present con¬ 
dition of the crop, based on information received through the agency of the 
panchayats, as in previous years. 

Area Sown. —The district, returns show a total area sown of 2,198,704 
acres, a decrease of 209,441 acres, or al^ut 11-9 per cent., as compared vnth 
the final figures of last year. -The reduction is attributed to— 

(1) Sudden drop in the jute market during the latter part of last year. 

(2) High price of food-stuffs inducing cultivators to grow more paddy 

in place of jute. 

(3) Unfavourable weather conditions at the time of sowing. 

Character of the season..— The month of January wm practically rain¬ 
less. The preparatory tillage in Eastern and Northern Bengal, however, 
commenced in time owing to good rainfall in February, which also, enabled 
the sowings to be cwnmenced in the eastern districts during the course of that 
month. In the early part of March excessive rain caused the sowings in these 
tracts to be suspended at times. The rainfall in both April and May was 
considerably deficient, with the result that the sowihgs in the western districts, 
though commeneihg at the usual time, finished as late as the end of June. 
The drought also caused the plants in the eastern districts to flower pre¬ 
maturely, thereby stunting their growth. In the northern districts, however, 
the soil-moisture and general conditions were more favourable, and hence 
these districts show an increase over last year’s figures. The rainfall in June, 
though below the normal, considerably improved the prospects of the late 
sown crop; the deshi districts being benefited in particular. 

Present state of the crop. —Owing to the excessive rainfall at the begin¬ 
ning of the season followed by the drought later on, the crop this year does 
not promise to be so good as last year. 

Stocks in hand. —Some of the more important districts report that a 
certain amount of old jute remains in stock. In the others there was little 
carry over.

3. Weather conditions.—In March the rainfall was above the normal 
in all jute districts. But in April to June it was below the normal everywhere. 
The short rainfall in the ’early mrt of the season checked sowings, ^sspcially 
in Champaran and the 6antal Parganas. Rainfall was also insufficient foV 
the growing crop in most districts. Earlier showers materially improved 
the condition of the crop in Purnea. 

4. District returns.—The total area under jute, as reported by the Dis¬ 
trict Officers, IS estimated in round numbers at 177,800 acres, as compared 
with 202,800 acres shown in the corresponding forecast of last year and 
203,400 acres reported in the final forecast of last year. The decrease in area 
sown this year was mainly in Pumea, where it is attributed to the rise in the 
price of paddy and fall in the price of jute. Short rainfall at the time of 
sowing is responsible for the decrease in Champaran and the Santal Parganas. 
SowingSiwere still going on in parts of Muzaffarpur, Bhagalpur and Balasore 
at the time of report. 

5. Condition and prospects.—The condition of the crop is, on the whole, 

fair. 

6. General.—The quantity of jute which remains from the crop of 1919 

is small, * . ,

1. Character of the season. —rainfall in'February was above the 
bVerage, except in the lower Assam Valley where it was nearty normal. It 
ras exce^iye everywhere in March, when it was more than double the average 
n the principal jute-growing districts. In April the rain was scanty in the 
Jurma Valley and about normal in’the Assam Valley, but in May it was in 
lefept almost in all‘districts. The exce&sive rain at sowing time tended to 
'iminish the area that would haVte been put under jute, particularly in Sylhet, 
Joalpara and Kamrup. Though the weather has changed for the better, 
he general condition of the crop has not improved and is everywhere reported 
0 be worse than in last year.' 

2. Area sown. —^According to the estimates of the Deputy Commis- 
ioners the area sown this year has decreased in every district, except Now- 
■ong, where there is a slight increase owing to immigration from Mymensingh. 
he total area under the crop is estimated at 125,100 acres, which is 12.^ 
cres less than the actual area of last fear. Unfavourable market results then 
8 well as the unfavourable weather are responsible for the decrease.
